TESTIMONY WASNOT CONVINCING 


Two Witnesses Called, But One Not 
Present When Wanted—-Suit 
Was 
Dismissed. 


The first efforts of those who are 
seeking to reform the saloon bu siness 
in the city met with a rebu ff this 
morning when Ju stice Crabtree d e­ 
cid ed that they had mad e no case 
against John Loftu s 
for 
alleged 
keeping his saloon open for bu siness 
after hou rs on Dec. 13. 
The case resu lted from the article 
which appeared in the Star some time 
ago in which the city ed itor of that 
sheet stated that on the ev ening of 
Dec. 13 men had been seen in Mr. 
Loftu s’ saloon after 11 o’clock. 
Consequ ently the warrant was is­ 
su ed and tlie case called this morn 
iu g. 
City Attorney Dornblaser pros­ 
ecu ted and Attorney Henry Dix on ap­ 
peared tor Mr. Loftu s. 
Rev . C C 
McLean and D. Mu nn were present 
to testify against Mr. Loftu s. 
Mr 
McLean stu ck to his gu hs and gav e 
his testimony , bu t the other gentle­ 
men is su pposed to hav e gotten cold 
feet ,fu r when he was called by At­ 
torney Dix on he had mad e his get­ 
away . 
McLean’s Testimony . 
Therefore it was u p to Mr. Dorn- 
blaser and Rev . McLean to d o the 
best they cou ld , and to fight the case 
alone. The ev id ence they had, how 
ev er, in the ey es of the cou rt, wu o not 
su fficient to prov e the allegations in 
the complaint, v iz: that the place 
had been open for bu siness after 11 
o’clock on the night mentioned and 
that other persons than those em­ 
ploy ed in the place were seen there 
after that hou r. 
Rev . McLean was the first witness 
He testified that on the night men­ 
tioned he had stood on some steps 
across the street after the closing 
hou r and had seen head s in the sa­ 
loon, and that afterward s he had 
crossed the street and seen the feet 
u nd er the screen. On cross ex amin­ 
ation he cou ld not tell ex actly 
on 
which steps he had stood , and was 
not certain as to the nu mber of men 
who were in the saloon. He had not 
seen any one enter or come ou t of the 
saloon after 11 o’clock. 
On the other hand , Mr. Loftu s and 
his bartend er testified that they had 
closed the place at a few minu tes be­ 
fore 11 o’clock, and that they had 
stay ed in the saloon u ntil 
abou t 
11:30 o’clock cleaning u p. 
Mu nn was called for, and althou gh 
he had been present at the trial u p 
u ntil a few minu tes before Attorney 
Dix on asked for him, he cou ld not 
be fou nd , and the lawy ers argu ed the 
case. The d ecision was giv en as an­ 
nou nced abov e. 
City Attorney Dornblaser notified 
the cou rt that he wou ld appeal the 
case, and he asked that the papers 
be mad e ou t. 
In the opinion of those who heard 
the ev idence, the complaint was made 
too strong , and should hav e accused 
the defendant of not hav ing remov ed 
his screens, which could hav e been 
easily prov en by the ev idence sub­ 
mitted.

They co me 
flo ating fro m the no rth, an endless pro ­ 
cessio n, ail shapes, fantastic, co lo ssal, 
statuesque, even gro tesque—a magnifi­ 
cent assemblage o f cry stal do mes and 
turrets and marble fo rtresses. 
Yo ur 
steam er picks its way carefully am o ng 
them lest they be jealo us o f her intru 
sio n and fall o ver upo n her. 
And in 
the midst o f this glo rio us co mpany y o u 
i co me to Battle Harbo r. 
I 
The settlement is o n an island per- ! 
haps 200 y ards in diameter, which is 
the o utpo st o f a larger island, and 
plo ws the waves o f the o cean like the 
pro w o f so me gigantic o cean liner. In 
j 
sto rms the spray leaps almo st acro ss 
its ledgy surface. A co ve hides behind 
the bluff sea wall, and >m its rim nes- 
i ties a tiny village o f whitewashed co t- 
tages. 
Yo u climb the hill to the lo o k­ 
o ut. 
Away to the no rth and so uth 
spreads o ut the vast pro cessio n o f the 
icebergs. They co me o ut o f the no rth, 
the fo g surro unding their to ps and 
stream ing like smo ke fro m their pin­ 
nacles. They mo ve slo wly so uthward, 
perhaps three o r fo ur miles a day . 
So me go directly so uth do wn the New­ 
fo undland co nst, so me turn west as 
they appro ach the strait and are swept 
by the tide Into the gulf o f St. Law- 
reu« *e. 
Day by day fro nt the hillto p y o u no te 
their slo w pro gress. 
Each day s« *es 
new fo rms emerging o n the no rthern 
ho rizo n, while o ld, familiar bulks are 
lo st to view in the so uth. Each mo uth’s 
icebergs are natives o f a mo re no rthern 
regio n. 
Hence the bergs o f tlie late 
summer, tho ugh few er in number, are 
individually larger than tho se o f the 
earlier part o f th<‘ seaso h, because they 
have been lo ng« *r in the making, co m- 
iug fro m farther no rth. 
June's icebergs are Labrado r's o wn 1 
pro duct and have bro ken o ff fro m the j 
lee field that lias filled the bay s and 
extended far into the o cean in the pre­ 
vio us winter. 
July ’s bergs co me fro m 
Baffin Land, while the huge bulks o f 
August are natives o f K ane bay and 
the far no rthern rim o f Greenland, j 
where man has never been.—W. B. , 
Co nant in Bo sto n Transcript.
